eons out of employment. In one column 
it is stated that Miller & Sous of Fittsbarg 
Pennsylvania, aro supplying the marke 
Witb houjo made tin plate at from half 
dollar to two dollars per box, according t 
quality, less than the price of the foreign 
plate, while in another column it will b 
asserted that tin plate cannot be manufact- 
ured in tho Uuited States to compete will 
the imported pints, without a high protec 
tive tax. The fact is tin, bas been and i 
now on the free list, and there is notbin 
on record to show that a pound of tbe meta 
wns ever produced in tbe Uuited States 
though tin ore is known to exist iu th 
Black Hills, and it is tbe iron, which is th 
base of tin plate, not the tin, that tbe Me 
Kiulpy bill protects. If >t is a fact lha 
tin plate, made in Pennsylvania, is sol 
cheaper than the foreign article of lik 
quality, what i,n the name of conimo 
sense is tbe use of increasing the tariff on 
the article? Again, if tbe foreign produce 
pays the duty on protected articles, why 
put sugar or anything else on tbe free Hat 


At least $350,000,000 must be collectec 


at the custom bouses annually from thi 
tax on imports to pay the expenses of th 
Government. That would make tbe tarii 
high enough, if properly adjusted, to pro 
tect every industry that needs encourage 
ment in tbe United States, 
As it is, how 


ever, tbe tariff in regulated for tbe benefi 
of monopolies, not for the majority of tb 
people. 
Wool, on which there is a tariff < 


ten and twelve cents per pound, is n 
higher than before the passage of tbe Mo 
Kinley bill. The reasons for Ibid are ob 
vious. 
Men are placed in the cubtom 


houses, not because they understand th 
duties of appraisers, but for services ren 
dered tbe party in power.

A Involution In the Butter Making l!us- 


ineas. 


On tbe sooth Bide of the Truokee, a few 


minutes drive from the Court-house, sur- 
rounded by fruit and shade trees, in the 
midst of green alfalfa meadows, is the 
'arm house of W. H. Gould, ona of on 
most energetic and enterprising citizens 
A short distance from the residence, besid 
a rippling stream of clear water is 


THE BENO CKBAMEBY, 


Erected this Spring at a cost of eevera 
thousand dollars by Mr. Gould. Tho build 
icg is 30 by 40 feet on the ground and tw 
stories high, with a stone basement. It i 
arranged as conveniently as human ingenu 
ity could deviaft, for the purposes for whic 
it was erected, and fitted with the molt ap 
proved machinery. At one end of th 
building is an ice house, the basement 
arranged for cold storage and the first floo 
contains the machinery, which is run by a 
eight-horse power engine. 


TBANSFOKM1NQ THE MILK INTO BUTTEB. 
The milk is taken to the creamery from 


the home farm and adjacent ranches iu ten 
gallon heavy tin cam. 
These cans are un 


loaded from wagons at thu weighing room 
where the milk ia emptied into a receptacl 
and weighed, thence it is discharged throng 
strainers into a reservoir, where the tern 
perature is reduced to 80 degrees or lees 
From this reservoir it runs into a separate 
which holds two gallons, the flow bein 
continuous. Tbe separator revolvea b 
tweeu seven and eight thoueacd times 
minute, and the cream, which average 
about 20 per cent of the milk, by reason o 
it being lighter than the water or any im 
purities that may be in the milk, remain 
near the center and discharges into th 
churn, while tho whey is carried off into 
tank near the weighing room. 
The sepa 


rator revolves at such a high rate of spee 
that the center is empty, and tbe whey 
water is forced through a hole one-tenth o 
an inch in diameter, at the rate of 120 ga 
Ions an hour. 
The temperature of tb 


cream is reduced to 50 degrees, in th 
churn, which holdtt 200 gallons, and it take 
from one to two hours to churn it. 


THE BUTTEK 19 QBANCLATED, 


The globules being about the size of a nms 
tard seed. When tuken from the churn 
is thoroughly washed to rid it of butter 
milk and salted with the ve/y beet Liver 
pool salt, and allowed to stand three o 
four honrs, after which it is placed in 
worker, which washes away whatever mil 
may have remained in the mass, an 
blends the salt with the butter. The ntx 
operation ia molding the batter into brick 
shaped cubes, weighing two pounds each 
Thtse lire enveloped in prepared paper 
which is impervious to a'r end to water 
aftsr which they are packed in boxas fo 
market. No ban J touches the milk or but 
ter in tbe process of manufacture. Every 
thing in the building is scrupulously clea 
and tbe temperature is raised or lowered a 
occasion requires, 


MISCELLANEOUS NOTES. 


As the work is done by machinery, but 


ter can be made cheaper than by the ok 
methods, and tho quality is always tb 
same. The farmers on the Meadows ap 
preciate these advantages and take milk t 
the creamery. 


A milk tester determines the percentag 


of butter contained in the milk, and 
ranges from 2 8-10 to 4 per cent. Cow 
feeding in the same pasture vary from 1 t 
2 per cent, in the richness of their milk. 


Patrons of the dairy are paid in proper 


tiou to tbe percentage of batter in th 
milk which they furnish, and they tire nisi 
given their proportion of whey or butter 
milk. 


The business is conducted Under the im 


mediate supervision of Mr, Gould by C, F 
Phillips, who is a practical butter maker o 
many years experience. 


At present tbe product of the creamer; 


averages 125 pounds per day of gilt-edg 
butter, as pure as can be manufactured. 


This product will doubtless be increased 


when farmers appreciate the value of th 
creamery, and the public demand for tb 
butter becomes general,as it certainly will

The Mexican Messiah. 


Prima facie, Ireland has not only a 


good claim, but really the best claim to 
be the Tlapallan of the Mexicans. It is 
the most western part of Europe; it is 
insular, and in the earlier centuries of 
the Christian era was known as the 
"Holy Island." 
Between A. D. 500 and 


A. D. 800 it was the most active center 
of missionary enterprise in Europe, and 
its missionaries were conspicuous above 
all others for their daring maritime ad- 
ventures. 
It is natural, therefore, to 


suspect that Ireland may have been the 
home of Qnetzatcoatl, and, if tbat were 
so, to expect that early Irish records 
would contain some references to him 
and his extraordinary voyage. 


Upon this the inquiry suggests itself, 


Do the early Irish chronicles, which ars 
voluminous and minute, contain any- 
thing relating to a missionary voyage 
across the Atlantic at all corresponding 
to that which Quetzatcoatl must have 
taken from some part of western Europe? 


To one who, step by step, had arrived 


at this stage of the present inquiry, it 
was not a little startling to come across 
an obscure and almost forgotten record, 
which is, in all its main features, in 
most striking conformity with the Mex- 
ican legend of Quetzacoatl. This is the 
curious account of a transatlantic voy- 
age of a certain Irish ecclesiastic named 
St Brendan in the middle of the Sixth 
century—about A. D. 550. The narra- 
tive appears to have attracted little or 
no attention in modern times, but it was 
widely diffused through the middle ages. 
—Dominick Daly in Popular Science 
Monthly.
